AMERICAN FLEET 
MATCHED BY JAPS 


Mikado’s Navy Warmly Greets 


Visitors; Anchors Along- 
' gide, Showing Ship 
for Ship. 


GREAT WELCOME: GIVEN. 


Admiral Sperry and Commanders 
Journey to Pay Respects 
to the Emperor at 
Tokio.

[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

YOKOHAMA, Oct. 18.—The American bat- 
tleship fleet arrived here at 10 o'clock this 
morning. The Americans were matched ship 
for ship by the Japanese, and after the 
visitors had entered the bay the vessels were 
anchored in double lines, 

The Kearsarge rejoined the fleet at day- 
light this morning. Seven large merchant 
steamers crowded to the gunwales went 
down the bay to meet the Americans, and 
the harbor was filled with small craft of 
every description. Decorations were every- 
where, aphore and afloat, in every direction; 
the Japanese were eager to show good will 
to their guests. There was a great display 
of day fireworks of all sorts and designs. 
The streets were jammed with thousands 
upon thousands of natives, many of Whom 
had come from a distance. 


High Officials Pay Visits. 

The customary formal calle were made by 
Vice Admiral Baron Tjuin, commanding the 
reception squadron, and by Rear Admiral 
Sperry and by the civilofficiale. This after- 
noon a garden party was given in honor of 
the visitors by the municipality at the 
cricket grounds, to which, in addition to the 
naval officers, a large number of Americans 
resident here were invited. About 800 guests 
were present. Among those who called upon 
Admiral Sperry were Mr, and Mre. John 
Callan O’ Loughlin. 

The ships show the effect of the tremendous 
battering of the waves, which is deecribed 
by old officers as the worst they ever have 
encountered. The Kearsarge, which got 
separated from the fleet, only met the others 
early this morning and is still undergoing 
repairs. Rear Admiral Sperry said im- 
mediately after anchoring that he was glad 
to arrive in Japan and that he greatly ap- 
preciated the evidences of a sincere wel- 
come, the arrangements for which appeared 
Ao be perfect. . 

Mayor and Governor Board Ship. 

The mayor and governor also called upon 
the admiral, and later the reception commit- 
tee, the spokesman of which was M. Mate, 
boarded the Connetticut and bade the ad-

Sperry Sees Long Term of Peace. 

Several dinners were given this evening in 
honor of the American officers, at one of 
which the mayor wae the host and Admiral 
Sperry the chief guest of honor. During his 
speech at th® dinner Admiral Sperry said 
that he believed nothing was ever likely to 
occur to break the traditional friendship of 
America and Japan. 

It is understood that Capt. W. B. Po#er of 
the Vermont will take command of the sec- 
ond division at Hongkbpng. 


Sperry: Goes to Capital. 

TOKIO, Oct. 19.—Rear Admiral Sperry, 
commander in chief of the Atlantic battle- 
ship fleet, accompanied by ‘the squadron 
commanders and the captains of the various 
ships, arrived in Tokio at 10 o’clock this 
morning, coming by special train from Yoko- 
hama.

CHINESE LIBERTY OUTLINED. 

PEKING, Sept. 15.—[Correspondence.]}] — 
The constitution under which it is planned 
to lead China from her present form of des- 
potic government to a parliamentary system 
of administration is a remarkable and in- 
teresting document. It was promuigated in 
this city on Aug. 27 andisof great length. 

The preamble aloné fille twenty large pages 
and is written in an incongruous mixture of 
Chinese classicd! terms and new Japanese 
terminology invented to fit western meanings. 
Its translation has been difficult. From be- 
ginning to end one sees the efforts of the 
authors to convey to the Chinese minds an 
understanding of things hitherto beyond their 
comprehension. Often the explanations con- 
vey nothing to the western mind, while to 
the Chinese they undoubtedly are replete 
with association and significance. 


Phrasing Oriental and Poetic. 

The phraseology is always oriental, poetic 
in some places, while in others it typifies the 
etrivings of the westerners to make clear to 
hesitating minds the outline of a political 
future of anew and untried variety. 

It is an effort to arouse from passivity the 
toiling ‘millions of the interior, The subject 
is approached in @ most serious, not to say 
prayerful, attitude. 

The fact that China is granted this con- 
stitution ‘‘ by the imperial will "’ ia reiterated 
again and agaim It is set forth that the 
imperial government, under the constitution, 
shall not be criticised on the principle that 
the “sacred majesty of the sovereign may 
not be offended against,” and that the leaders 
of the politica) parties are to be Sepperping 
by the throne. 

Full government under this constitution 
will become effective only at the end of nine 
years. Im the meantime the country is to 
be led step by step to preparednese for the 
great boom. There are many evidences that 
while the proposed system of administration 
is called “ constitutional,” it Is far removed 
in many particulars from the best institu- 
tions of constitutional government in the 
west.

Believed He Can Get Material for Arti- 
cles on European Trip. 


New York, Oct. 18.—[{Special.}—Informa-

HE SAW AT MASS. 


Would Be Assassin Attacks 
Father J. K. Fielding in 
Vestibule of Corpus | 
Christi Church. 


BULLET GRAZES WIS FACE 


Athletic Pastor Hurls Assailant 
Downstairs and’ Saves His 
Life by Dropping to 
the, Floor. 


An attempt to aesaspinate the Rev. J. K. 


Fielding of Corpus Christi Roman Catholic . 


church, one of the most widely known priests 
in America, was made in the church vestibule 


at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon by an un- 


identified man. The stranger fired two shots 
at Father Fielding after a struggie and then 
made his escape through throngs of terrified 
children, who were gathering for Sunday 
school. 

The preservation of Father Fielding \s at- 
tributed to his athletic prowess and to his 
ready wit in feigning to have been struck by 
the first shot and falling prostrate on the 
vestibule floor. 

As his assailant fied Father Fielding arose. 
ran upstairs te the roomaof the clergy, asked 
a fellow priest to notify the police, and him- 
self took up the pursuit of the would-be mur- 


ferer, following him for several blocks. 


Dozens of Police Chase Man. 

The neighborhood surrounding the church 
location at: Forty-ninth street and Grand 
boulevard went wild with excitement as a 
report flew about that both shots, which 
were heard for blocks, had taken effect and 
that the priest was dead. This rumor was 
strengthened as the entire police rewerves 
from the Fiftieth street and Hyde Park sta- 
tions poured into the neighborhood, accom- 
panied by dogena of policemen who had been 
ordered from their regular beats, dnd began 
a systematic search of streets, alleys, atid 
buildings, after driving away the crowd. 
Other detaile were sent through the parks 
and every bit of undergrowth was beaten 
over. 

Detectives Carey and McNamara, taking 
up the trail in Calumet avenue, near Fifty- 
first stréet, where Father Fielding aban- 
doned the chase, traced the man to the south 
side elevated structure, where he ran south.

Man Mocks Father Fielding. 

The man, loitering in the vestibule, caught 
the priest's gaze, and excited his suspicions. 

“ Well, sir,” he said, “ what are you doing 
here?’ " 

The man grinned. 

“I’m saying my prayers,’ he said, and 
grimaced. 

“You don't look ike it,” 
Fielding, and, going. closer to him saw « 
woman's shopping bag protruding from his 
pocket, and took it out with a jerk. 

‘What's this?" he said. “I think there 
is some one upstairs who could identify it, 
Come up and we will find out.” 

“If it's hers, she can have it,” said the 
man. “You heven’t any cause to meddle 
fm this.” 

Father Fieiding, who stands Over #ix feet, 
and was @ member of the all-Ireland team 
hurlers, took the man by the shoulders. 

“ You're coming, upstairs,” he said; * you 
may as well come quietly.” 

Priest’s Coolness Saves Life.

BOY TORTURED BY GREEKS: 


ACCUSED OF APPLE THEFT. 


Eugéne J. O’Brien Found Hanging with 
Rope Around Neck—George Papas 
Arrested, Charged with Assault. 


Eugene J. O’Brien, 7 years old, was rescued 
from a building occupied by Greeks at the 
rear of 349 West Harrison street last even- 
ing. According to the story teld by his play- 
mates the little fellow was dragged into the 
shack and then hanged with a rope around 
his neck, his feet barely touching the floor. 
George Papas, 16 years old, is under arrest 
at the Desplaines street station charged with 
assault.

Tells Him to Mind Business. 

“TIT told him it was none of his business,” 
Mrs. Ford told Sergeant Conway at the Har- 
rison street station. "’ He then grabbed me 
by the arm and said: ‘Don't get gay with 
me. 1 want you to tell me your name and 
where you live. If you don’t tell me, I'll pull 
for the patrol wagon.’ ” 

Mrs. Ford struggled out of his grasp and 
again started south in Michigan avenue in 
the direction of her home. The policeman 
sprang in front of her and demanded that she 
identify herself or he would lock her up. 
Fearing he would carry out hie threat, she 
told him her name and address, 

Being naturally indignant at the insulting 
manner.of the policeman Mrs. Ford admite 
she may have “ sassed‘"’ him. 

*]T told him he was no gentieman,”’ said 
she, “and I think I also called him a miser- 
able wretch. But he angered me by his bully- 
ragging way and I think I was justified in 
speaking my mind.” 

Imstead of going hOme Mrs. Ford went to 
the Harrison street station. Sergeant Con- 
way accompanied her to Michigan avenue 
and Twelfth street, but No. 128 could not 
be found. It is thought he is a day police- 
man and that he was relieved from duty at 7 
o’ clock. 

Foreman Promises Inquiry. 

“Tf any policeman in the employ of the 
south park board is guilty of insulting a 
woman or anybody else he will be dismissed 
immediately,’ said President Foreman. ** We 
will not tolerate mashers, and if Mrs. Ford 
prefers charges against the man who insult- 
ed her I will see that the case is prosecuted 
by the board of commissioners. I intend to 
look into the matter the first thing Monday 
morning.”

Advantages of Union with Chi- 
cago Emphasized and Belit- 
tled in Vigorous War. 


The general quietude of the Sabbath in | 


Morgan Park yesterday was considerably 
disturbed by the political activity between 
the Home Rule association, anti~annexation- 
ists, and the committee of two hundred who 
favor hitching the village to Chicago.

of the villagers, has done much to widen the 
breach between the two factions. At tha‘ 
meeting there was talk of raising funds to 
put up a legal fight against the petition for 
the right to vote on the question, but some 
time afterwards it developed that those 
favoring annexation had-successfully put 
their petition through the court last Tues- 
day. 

Immediately Henry R. Baldwin, president 
of the Home Rule association, and its other 
officials started throughout the village seek- 
ing promises from the voters to cast their 
ballots against annexation, and soon Dr. 
William H. German and other leaders of 
the c@mmittee of two hundred were crossing 
their paths, and the arguments were lively 
Both sides claim they will win. 


Bank Scheme Is IsSue. 

Mr. Baldwin int@nates thet certain un- 
named men of the village were interested in 
the Crampton scheme, which, in effect, was 
that banks could be started at a capitaliza- 
tion of $25,000 while the settlement was stili. 
a village and enjoy the same privileges that 
would accrue to banks started in the same 
locationg at $200,000 after the village was 


taker in. 

Mr. Crampton declares that other Chicago 
bankera only were interested with him and 
that it was purely a business proposition 
which he had considered until two weeks 
ago. when he gave up the notion. Dr. Ger- 
man ig sure that none of his faction were 
interested with Crampton and he couldn’t 
see any connection between that and the 
efforts of the “ progressive ” element to at- 
tach it to the big city. 

* We have everything to win and nothing 
to lose by annexation,”’ said Dr. German. 
*“In our present condition we are liable to 
lose our high school, which is now conduct- 
ed illegally. The old law permits the schoo! 
board to levy an assesement of 2% per cent 
for the maintenance of a grammar school, 
and the board tried to make a similar assess- 
ment for the high school, but the Supreme 
court held it to be illegal. Now both schools 
are supported on the one assesement, which 
is barely enough for the grammar school. 

“ Annexation would give us cheaper ‘water, 
taxes would be cut in half, we would get 
our gas for 85 cents per 1,000 feet instead of 
$1, the present price, the village library 
would be sustained, and we would have bet- 
ter police and fire protection, weight and 
measure inepection, and many other advan- 
tages.” 

Says Reforms Are “Slush,”’ 
''* We defeated the annexation scheme by 
428 to 246 when the question was up last 
year and will defeat it more decisively. this 
time,” said Mr. Baldwin. ° The supposed 
betterments the other side speaks of are prin- 
cipally slush. How could annexation change 
our present ordinances or break contracts 
under which we receive our water and gas?”’

Button Shell Hunters Think the 
Legislature Worked ‘Three 
Pea Game”’ on Them.

Gpringfield, Ml., Oct. 18—[Special.]—The 
following circumstances probably will have 
only_a small effect on the results of the state 
election, but they will serve to show what 
@ Variety of things can conspire to keep a 
Tepublican candidate for governor “* hump- 
ing" during a campaign. > 

If Gov. Deneen has not lost the entire 
“fish vote along the Lllinois river he may 
consider himself in luck. Fortunately for the 
republican ticket, the counties in which the 
fishing industry is considerable are mosily 
democratic and still more fortunately the 
vote itself is not enormous. 

Such as it is it is badly disgruntled and 
efforts to remove the unfriendly feelings have 
not been conspicuously successful. [It all 
comes about because of a couple of bits of 
legislation which the last general assembly 
in its wisdom enacted. One was the act de- 
claring a closed season for shell fish, and the 
Other was one of the numerous revisions of 
the fish and game act, which are attempted 
biennially. No one paid any attention to 
either bill and both became laws. 


Fishermen Resent Tax on Nets. 

The fisheries at Meredosia, Havana, Beards- 
town, Peoria, Bath, and elsewhere along the 
river, woke up to discover that it was re- 
quired of them, among other things, to take 
out a license for every so many hundred feet 
of net. The license fee wasn't large, but it 
Was a ‘‘tax’’ and the fishers as a part ofa 
free people rose up in resentment. 

~ The law was taken into court and declared 
‘unconstitutional, being then taken to the Su- 
preme court, where it has been waiting de- 
cision. The fishers were of opinion that, the 
law being worsted in the lower court, there 
should be no attempt to enforce it. The state 
fish commission held to the opposite opinion 


and the fish wardens have been confiscating 


nets along the river.’ This act of administra- 
tion has been resented bitterly and the river 
has been made warm for the fish wardens. 

Some of the stories probably are exagger- 
ated, but one is to the effect that an earnest 
aggregation of fishermen attempted to storm 
the fish commissison boat with shotgune to 
recover confiscated nets and that the boat 
. found it convenient to get out of the neigh- 
borhood with great dispatch. 


Deneen Makes Mistake in Tact. 


The fishermen finally decided to carry their 
grievance to the governor~who, unhappily, 
did not have a clear or coherent idea of just 
what the rumpus was all about. Hereceived 
a large delegation cordially, but it happened 
that Nat Cohen, fish commissioner, was 
about the premises and Mr. Deneen, thinking 
that the head 6f a department was the exact 
‘man who ought to go into any complaints, 
turned the delegation ever to him, unwitting 
of the hour. 
It further happens, unfortunately, that Mr. 
Cohen is not the most popular man along the 
river and the fishermen understood, largely 
from what Mr. Cohen has said about it, that 
all fish legislation was due to his efforts and 
influence with the legislators. Mr. Cohen 
, was the identical man the fishermen wanted 
to complain about and they didn't care par- 
ticularly to complain to hi They departed 
hence in wrath and Mr. neen is ‘‘ in bad ”’ 
all along the Illinois river. The fishers can’t 
‘be persuaded that the governor djd not turn 
them over to Cohen “ on purpose.” 
_ There has been no particular objection to 
‘the provision which mekes a clam fisher 

from another state take out a state license 

at an almost prohibitive price, but the IHi- 
-nois clam fishers object to the closed season 
. during which they cannot “hunt” shell fish. 
“The river supplies material to button fac- 

~ tories and the industry is considerable 

The men engaged in it are looking forward 
to the time when the deep waterway project 
will be realized knd they say that it will put 
anend to shel! MfShing. For this reason they 
think they should be allowed to fish out the 
stream while it is possible and see no reason 
for “protecting” the clam, Mr. Deneen 
gete the blame for all of it and most of the 
river vote is thuught to be a total loss. The 
consolation is that most of it was democratic 
anyway. y 

Another “issue” is largely an imaginary 
one, but it has been hard to combat never- 
theless. In the first message the governor 
sent to the legislature at his inauguration he 
advocated a scheme of hard roads, which 
subsequently has undergone many changes, 
but which never has been abandoned.

Comstock quickly called up the police sta- 
tion and told of what he had heard. The 
night sergeant attempted to reach the Hart 
home by telephone, but was told by the cen- 
tral office that the receiver was off the hook 
and thatthe place could not’be raiged. 

An officer was quickly sent to the Hart 
home, and ag he approached the house he met

‘Ministers and Laymen Assail 


Opponents of Street at ‘Law 
and Order’ Meeting. 


PULPITS ALSO ACTIVE. 


Pastors in Sunday Sermons De- 
nounce Two Candidates for 
State’s Attorney. 


Néarly 100 voters who attended a “law 
and order rally” at the Abraham Lincoln 
center yesterday afternoon pledged their 
votes to William Street. prohibition candi- 
date for the state's attorneyship. 

While this was the visible result of the 
meeting, the time was given up mot so much 
to dissertationa upon Mr. Street's fitness for 
the office as to denuretation of the old party 
candidates; Jacob J. Kern and John E. W. 
Wayman, with the majority of the hits di- 
rected at the former. 

Four ministers and aa many laymen par- 
ticipated im the twofold attack, and their 
utterances were about as evenly divided In 
tone, being based upon grounds of Christian- 
ity and upon “common sense protection of 
public welfare.” 

Several of the speakers held. that the presi. 
dential election is a side issue when com- 
pared to the importance of the choice of a 
State’s attorney, and that party allegiance 
sheuld be forgotten in the vote for office. 


Letters Ask Votes for Street. " 
Jenkin Lioyd Jones opened the meeting 
by reading a letter from A. C, Bartlett, 
president of Hibbard, Spencer & Bartlett, 
Which was used in former meetings and 
another from the Rev. William P. Merrill, 
pastor of the Sixth Presbyterian church. 

“If I knew that the election depended 
upon my vote and that my vote for William 
Street would cause the election of Jacob J. 
Kern, I would vote for William Street,” 
wrote the minister. 

W. P. Mayer, whe announced himself as a 
“ dyed-in-the-wool black republican,’’ de- 
clared that for the first time in his life he 
would “scratch” his ballot. 

The Rey. A. T. Horn, pastor of the Oak- 
land Methodist Episcopal church, attacked 
the newspapers for suppressing reports of 
elections in Ohio, where several counties 
went dry. 

“Law enforcement is the foundation of 
our community,’ said the Rt.

The subject was brought before the federa- 
tion by Delegate John J. Sonsteby of the 
Garment Workers’ union, a member of the 
board of education. 

* We are about to inaugurate what is called 
the trade and continuation schools,” said 
Delegate Sonsteby. ‘It is important that 
this federation take some positive stand on 
that subject: The system has been im- 
ported from Europe and it is vital that we 
understand what it is and what it will do for 
us and our children. We, as workingmen, 
should know whether this system ts fitted for 
our people. 

Cautions About Trade Schools. 


“It is important that you take some ac- 
tion in regard to this. You will soon be called 
upon to participate in a discussion of this 
whole question. I hold that a trade schoo! 
system : 
the principle of organized lebor.”’ 

“Let us invite Supt. Cooley to explain 
what the system is.” said Delegate Charles 
‘Wheeler.

gene lest week by Dr. W. A. Evans, commis- 
sioner of health, appealing for assistance in 
checking what threatens to be an epidemic of 
typhoid. 

Several paused in their sermons to em- 
phasize the grave importance of the health 
commissioner’s admonition. The department 
investigated and found much of the milk dis- 
tributed in the village came through Ernest 
Pichler, who was receiving milk from a farm 
where there were several cases of the disease. 
His license was revoked recently by Mayor 
Busse. It is said Pichler immediately shut 
off hie supply of milk from the — infected 
source when he learned there wae danger of 
contanrination.
